Dane county, was born In the town 
of Arena. Iowa county: was raised 
on a farm and received a common 
school education. 
He taught school 
a few term s; began farming on a 
rented farm for three years, then 
bought 139 acres and later added 
fifty more, where he follows mixed 
farming with crop rotation and al­ 
falfa on the side. 
He has built up 
a choice nerd of Jersey cattle. 
E. L Aderliolfl. 
Mr. E. L. Aderhold was born In 
Plymouth, Sheboygan county, 
and 
lived on a farm while receiving a 
common school education. 
At nine­ 
teen he began cheese-making and 
nine years later took the course In 
the Dairy School at the university. 
He has since taught dairying In the 
dairy schools of Minnesota, Michi­ 
gan and Pennsylvania; has been sup­ 
erintendent of twenty cheese fac­ 
tories for a large farm : traveling in­ 
structor for the Wisconsin

man's association, and the past four
